Report from Oallao — Plague at San Pedro — No danger of spread. 

Consul Gottschalk reports, February 20, as follows: 
At the present writing I believe that the presence of bubonic plague 
in Peru is strictly limited to a few sporadic cases at an obscure inland 
village, where sanitary precautions are being taken by competent 
physicians, especially commissioned from Lima. San Pedro is a mere 
hamlet connected by about 10 miles of railway with the port of 
Pacasmayo and by an infrequently used cart road with Trujillo.
